To;  The  Mayor , Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Deal; 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1964* 

The  Report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  Mnistiy  of  Health 
instructions  and  in  the  usual  form  and  sequence  followed  in  previous 
years • 

The  Registrar-General ’s  estimated  mid-year  population  was  25,740 
which  is  an  increase  of  500  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  The 
health  of  the  community  as  reflected  in  the  Vital  Statistics  continued 
to  he  generally  satisfactory  although  an  unusual  rise  in  the  infant 
mortality  rate  has  to  be  recorded.  There  were  11  deaths  of  children 
under  1 year  old  giving  a mortality  rate  of  24.7  per  1 ,000  live  births 
compared  with  14.8  in  19^3  and  20  for  England  and  Y/ales  as  a Vi/hole. 

There  v/ere  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  Death  Rate  generally  when  corrected  by  the  Registrai*-  General's 
comparability  factor  was  10.8  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with 
11.7  in  the  previous  year  and  11,3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Birth  Rate  which  has  shown  a small,  but  progressive,  rise  in 
recent  years  was  19.5  per  1,000  of  the  population  while  the  rate  for 
England  and  V/ales  was  18,4 

Infectious  Disease  notifications  were  greatly  reduced  in  number 
during  the  year  j due  not 'only  to  the  decline  of  measles  and,-dyseyitery',  but 
also  to  a lower  incidence  of  other  infections  as  well.  The  position 
with  regard  to  Tuberculosis  vms  also  satisfactory,  the  reduction  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  being  maintained. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough,  food  hygiene  and  the 
added  commitments  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  all 
received  close  attention  and  details  of  the  work  inc^lrred  are  included 
in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Report. 

Work  in  connection  \^±th  the  Town's  new  drainage  scheme  continued 
during  the  year  while  considerable  progress  v/as  made  in  the  provision 
of  much  needed  additional  housing  accommodation, 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  in  the  Department's  work. 

I am  also  indebted  to  other  Departments  of  the  Corporation  for 
their  co-operation  and  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his 
assistance  in  the  compilation  of  this  Report.

I am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Employment  Exchange  for  the 
following  comment  on  local  unemployment  statistics  for  1964:

A noticeable  feature  concerning  married  women  is  that  in  most  cases  they 
stipulate  hours  of  v/ork  which  vhLll  enable  them  to  give  children  meals  and  for 
the  meeting  or  taking  of  children  from  school.  In  most  cases  employers  will 
arrange  hours  to  suit  the  employee. 

More  men  are  now  taking  irork  outside  the  Deal  area  and  this,  in  my 
opinion,  is  due  to  transport  sharing  now  indulged  in  by  workers  who  ovm  cars 
and  this  makes  them  independant  of  Public  Transport  and  enables  them  to  work 
overtime  and/or  shift  ViTork. 

The  principal  industry  in  the  area  is,  of  course,  coal  mining,  but  large 
numbers  of  workers,  especially  women,  travel  daily  by  assisted  transport  to 
Richborough  and  work  on  the  industrial  estate  there.  Few,  if  any,  Commonwealth 
Citizens  work  in  the  area.

The  figures  relating  to  deaths  used  in  the  tables  in  this  report  are  those 
compiled  locally  adjusted  for  imvard  and  outward  transfers.  The  number  of  deaths 
registered  during  1964  totalled  290,  outward  transfers  36  and  inward  transfers  70, 
giving  a net  allocation  of  324  a deficiency  of  2 on  the  Registrar  General's  figure. 
The  classification  of  these  deaths  is  obtained  from  the  information  submitted  by 
the  local  Registrar  in  his  weekly  returns  and  differs,  though  very  insignificantly, 
with  the  classifications  of  the  Registrar  General,  who,  as  explained  in  previous 
reports,  is  supplied  in  the  case  of  some  deaths  with  certain  additional  particulars 
as  to  cause,  which  are  not  available  in  the  returns  made  locally.

The  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal,  under  the  administration  of  the  South  East 
Kent  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  makes  provision  for  medical  and 
surgical  cases,  while  maternity  and  infectious  cases  (excepting  smallpox) 
are  provided  for  at  Buckland  Hospital  and  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
Dover,  respectively.  Any  smallpox  oases  v/ould  be  referred  to  the  River 
Hospital,  (Long  Reach),  Dartford,  Kent, 

5»  Nursing  Home  Registrations  - Public  Health  Act,  1936: 

The  registration  of  Nursing  Homaai  within  the  Borough  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Coianty  Authority;  there  are  six  Nursing  Homes  in  Deal, 

6,  Clinics  and  Welfare ; 

The  Kent  County  Council,  as  the  local  Health  and  Education  Authority, 
have  the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  maternity  and  cliild  welfare 
clinics,  immunisation  and  vaccination  sessions,  also  school  clinics  for 
minor  ailments,  dental  and  ophthalmic  services,  child  guidance  and  speech 
therapy. 

Out-patient  clinics  in  all  specialities  are  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal. 

7 • Swimijing  Pools:  (Kent  Education  Authority); 

Walmer  Secondary  School: 

This  pool  is  restricted  to  use  by  school  children.  It  is  an  open  air 
pool  of  60,  000  ^llons  with  continuous  chlorination  and  filtration  plant 
with  a oapacjity  of  7»500  gallons  per  hour.  An  inlet  dose  of  0,5  p.p.m. 
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chlorine  is  maintained  and  algae  is  controlled  hy  an  algicide.  Colorimetric 
tests  are  taken  regularly,  A heating  plant  has  now  been  installed. 


Paddlin.a;  _PQQ.]^_.ya-l^Pe ^ C-re en ; (Deal  Borough  Council) ; 


This  is  a public  pool  restricted  to  use  by  children.  It  is  an  open  air 
pool  of  10,000  gallons  capacity  with  a continuous  chlorination  and  filtration 
plant  giving  a tviro  hourly  turn  over  period.  Algae  is  controlled  by  an  algicide. 
Colorimetric  tests  are  taken  regularly  to  ensure  maintenance  of  residual  ohlorinti 
The  efficiency  of  the  plant  is  reduced  by  excessive  grass  clippings  and  this 
problem,  though  reduced  by  the  enlarged  paved  surround  is  still  to  be  fully 
overcome. 

Other  Pools; 

One  private  boarding  school  operates  a fill  and  empty  pool  which  it  is 
anticipated  will,  in  due  course,  be  provided  v>rith  a purification  plant. 

Sampling; 

Bacteriological  samples  are  taken  to  check  the  efficiency  of  the 
chlorination  process. 

8 . National  Assistance  Acts:  Persons  in  need  of  Caj^e  and  Attention; 

Action  was  necessary  during  the  year  for  the  removal  under  emergency 
powers  of  a 77  year  old  man,  living  alone  and  suffering  from  neglect, 
severe  malnutrition  and  grave  chronic  disease;  he  was  removed  to  Hothfield 
Hospital  where  he  died  two  weeks  after  admission. 

Investigation  and  supervision  were  required  in  several  other  cases 
reported  to  the  Department  by  various  agencies, 

127  visits  and  re-visits  v/ere  made  in  connection  with  elderly  people 
and,  in  addition,  much  time  and  effort  devoted  to  their  problems.  The 
present  system  of  domiciliary  care  is  dependent  upon  many  voluntary  agencies 
but  there  is  scope  for  the  employment  of  full  time  officers  in  this  work  on 
behalf  of  the  Statutory  Authority. 

5 * National  Assistance  Act,  1 Section  30: 

Two  burials  v/ere  arranged  under  Section  50  of  the  Act. 

These  burials  normally  fall  to  the  Local  Authority  in  cases  where  no 
relative,  or  other  responsible  person  is  available  to  make  arrangements  and 
the  cost  is  often  recovered  from  the  estate. 

On  the  other  hand  there  are  cases  Virhere  straightforward  inability  to

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Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

The  Borough  Engineer  informs  me  that  work  in  connection  with  the  first  half 
of  a major  scheme  to  improve  both  drainage  and  sewerage  systems  in  the  Borough 
was  still  proceeding  and  completion  was  not  anticipated  before  September  of  the 
current  year.  Also,  there  were  additions  to  the  systems  in  connection  vvith  the 
development  by  private  enterprise  of  three  estates  in  the  Borough.

The  very  lo'w  level  of  infestation  is  maintained  by  Ifarfarin  baiting  to  extin- 
ction.

3.  Youth  Organisations  of  various  categories,  who  camp  in  groups  in  a third 
field  and  tourist  tent  campers  on  a smaller  area  set  aside  for  the  purpose. 

A fourth  field  is  utilised  for  caravans  under  the  auspices  of  the  Caravan 
Club  and  enjoys  exemption  from  licensing  requirements. 

The  site  is  adequately  served  withcnains.  .water-points,  .refuse  bins,  cess- 
pool drainage  and  flush  closets.  Rubbish  is  partly  incinerated  and  partly 
collected  by  the  Council.  The  London  Boys  have  ablution  facilities,  a central 
kitchen  and  dining  room,  sick  bay  and  Tuck  Shop.

The  decline  in  bed  bugs  infestation  since  the  war  has  been  most  marked. 
Flea  infestations  are  often  associated  with  elderly  people  living  alone  under 
conditions  of  neglect,  or  with  domestic  pets. 

The  demand  for  help  with  woodworm  infestation  is  the  result  of 
commercial  publicity  and  the  emphasis  placed  upon  it  by  Building  Societies. 
Time  and  labour  prevents  us  from  dealing  with  properties  which  call  for  wide- 
scale  treatment  with  preliminary  cleaning  operations. 

Wasps  are  a great  nuisance  during  the  summer  months  and  the  destruction 
service  is  greatly  appreciated.  On  occasions  it  is  necessary  to  decline  to 
treat  on  safety  grounds. 

A charge  is  normally  made  for  these  services, 

B.  Dirty  Houses: 

In  such  oases 
improvement  is  generally  only  temporary  and  constant  supervisory  visits  are

13  complaints  were  received  and  35  visits  made  in  relation  to  smoke  and  dust 
nuisances.  Improvement  was  secured  by  informal  representations. 

Noise  Abatement  Act; 

34  complaints  were  received  and  I63  visits  and  re-visits  made  in  relation  to 
them.  Reduction  of  the  noise  nuisance  was  achieved  by  informal  action. 

Unfortunately,  sensitive  people  often  can  only  be  satisfied  by  total  abolition 
of  the  noise  concerned  and  this  is  frequently  impracticable.  The  acquisitioi  . of 
a noise  meter  will  enable  the  Department  to  assess  nuisances  more  objectively. 

This  work  is  increasing. 

Consumer  Prote ction  Act.  Heating  Appliances: 

All  vendors  of  heating  appliances  have  had  their  attention  drawn  to  the 
safety  regulations  relating  to  electric,  gas  and  oil  heaters.  Testing  eqirip- 
ment  is  held  at  the  Department. 

A circular  letter  is  normally  sent  to  organisers  of  Jumble  Sales  suggesting 
that  sub  standard  heaters  should  not  be  sold. 

37  miscellaneous  heaters  were  withdrawn  from  sale,  at  request,  from  second 
hand  stores.  Provision  ought  to  be  made  for  condemnation  and  compulsozy  destru- 
ction of  such  heaters.
